Thumbs Up to Nikita Koloff. “The Russian Nightmare” lived up to his words 
by winning the U.S. title series, four matches to three, from Magnum T.A. 
Under the able direction of his uncle Ivan, Nikita displayed outstanding strength 
and wrestling ability (in addition, admittedly, to some illegal trickery) while 
overpowering the confused, and often overmatched, Magnum T.A. Although 
Nikita almost blew a 3-0 series lead, he never lost his composure. Fans who are 
looking for a wrestler who will dominate the rest of the ’80s need look no further 
than Nikita Koloff. Hate him if you want, but you have to respect his abilities. 


Thumbs Up to Hulk Hogan. And a rare one, at that, Hogan has felt the sting of 
our poison pen for numerous reasons, ranging from his cartoon image to his 
infrequent defenses of the WWF World heavyweight title. When Vince McMa- 
hon claimed that Hogan’s 52 defenses a year was a heavy schedule, we almost 
choked on our tongues. But now it’s time to give credit where it’s due. In mid- 
August, Hogan embarked on a 16-day period in which he successfully defended 
his belt 12 times, certainly a healthy schedule for any wrestler. Now, let’s see if 
Hogan can maintain a similar schedule for the remainder of the year. 


Thumbs Up to Lex Lugar. Bob Roop had the filmed proof that would have 
forced the NWA to strip Masked Superstar of the Southern title, but Lugar 
proved that actions speak louder than words. It was obvious to everyone, except 
the referee, that Masked Superstar used a foreign object in his mask to win the 
title, but Lugar refused to use the filmed proof to his benefit. Instead, just one 
week later, Lugar regained the belt with a stunning display of wrestling skills that 
proved once and for all who the dominant force in Florida wrestling is today. He 
refused to complain and use an easy out. Lex Lugar is a role model for 
everybody 


Thumbs Up to Scott Hall. At Scott Hall’s age, most people today are concerned 
only about how they are going to get ahead in this world. The lure of the big 
bucks is far more important than principles such as human dignity. With his 
looks, size, and ever-increasing ability, Hall has the opportunity to go for major 
singles titles all over the world. Instead, he has dedicated his career to his feud 
with Col. DeBeers, who, in support of South Africa’s apartheid policy, is 
dedicated to depriving human beings of their basic rights.

da, and was very impressive. He de- 
feated Jerry Grey with an abdominal 
stretch and immediately commanded 
the respect of veteran Florida wrestling 
analyst Gordon Solie. 

“Whenever I see a young man wres- 
tle for the first time,’ says Solie, “I 
try to keep my eye focused even more 
diligently on his actions in the ring. 
The second I saw Royal, I knew that I 
was witnessing a young man with un- 
limited potential, perhaps the kind of 
wrestler who can dominate not only 
this area, but other regions in and 


around the continental United States 
and its surrounding borders. Over the 
past few months, I have only become 
more impressed with his ability and 
ring intelligence. His flying cross- 
bodyblock is superb, a finely tuned 
commodity in the ring that young Sean 
utilizes with aplomb.” 

Royal quickly became adopted as a 
fan favorite, perhaps because of the 
immediate comparisons he draws with 
Southern champion Lex Lugar. Royal 
is smaller than the 280-pound Lugar, 
but nearly his equal in physique, 
thanks to a strict gym regimen that he 
has followed since high school. He’s 
also an outstanding scientific wrestler. 

“Lex and I think alike in this 
sense,’ says Royal. ‘‘We both take 
care of our bodies and try to remain in 
peak shape. If your body isn’t healthy, 
your mind isn’t healthy—and you need 
both to wrestle. This is a demanding 
sport, more so than football or ama- 
teur wrestling, and if you look at the 
top wrestlers out there, Ric Flair, Lu- 
gar, Magnum T.A., Nikita Koloff, 
you’ll notice that they all keep their 
bodies in top condition. It’s the guys 
who combine strength with scientific 
ability who are successful.” 

Royal has quickly advanced in the

LAST CHANCE TO 
QUIET THE CRITICS! 


ROFESSIONAL WRESTLING IS 

a sport of change. Few things 
ever remain the same for a long 
period of time. Wrestlers switch 
from one area to another, rule- 
breakers become fan favorites, fan 
favorites become rulebreakers, titles 
change, challengers change. The 
incredible demands of the sport 
make stagnation the road to 
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damnation. 

Take the NWA’s top 10 from the 
February 1982 issue of The Wres- 
tler. Jerry Brisco has retired, Ted 
DiBiase is in the UWF, Jack Brisco 
retired, Harley Race is in the WWF, 
Dusty Rhodes has stayed put, but 
Ken Patera (imprisoned), The Spoil- 
er (Asia), Roddy Piper (WWF), 
Tommy Rich (Continental and Deep 


South), and Sgt. Slaughter (AWA 
and NWF) are out of the elite group. 

Then there’s Ric Flair, whose 
name, in the February 1982 rat- 
ings, was at the top for the first of 
many, many times. Five years later, 
he’s still there, still the best the 
NWA has to offer, the one thing 
you can almost always depend 
upon in_ professional wrestling. 


On the surface, Ric Flair’s title victory over 
Dusty Rhodes in St. Louis was viewed as a 
brilliant display of wrestling ingenuity. Flair 
has since been heavily criticized for his al- 
leged involvement in Tully Blanchard and 
J.J. Dillon’s attack on Dusty two days earii- 
er that left ‘‘The American Dream’s” leg 
nearly crippled. Dusty had trouble getting to 
his feet throughout the match (top left). 
Flair swings a chair at the bad knee (left) 
and challenges Dusty to get to his feet 
(above). 


For the better part of the last five years, Ric Flair has been the 
NWA World champion, but still he is constanily criticized. Now, 


as The Nature Boy begins his fourth title reign, he has the 
chance to prove his greatness and silence the critics forever 


Champions come and go, but Ric 
Flair is still number one. Consisten- 
cy, the trademark of greatness. 
Why is it that people continue to 
criticize Flair when he’s been NWA 
World champion for all but six 
months during the past five years? 
Could it be that he hasn’t faced 
high caliber competition? Non- 
sense! Flair has wrestled Briscos, 


Von Erichs, Russians, Rhodes, 
Race, Slaughter, Magnum T.A., 
Windhams, Duggan, Rude, Hansen, 
Backlund, Piper, Steamboat, etc. If 
there’s a man in the sport worth 
wrestling, chances are that Flair 
has met the challenge. 

“They've tried the rest, but they 
can’t beat the best,’’ boasted Flair in 
his best pizza-box talk after he began 


his fourth title reign by defeating 
Rhodes in St. Louis. ‘‘They talk all 
about this disqualification crap and 
then they bellyache about the offici- 
ating, but they fail to realize the 
most important part of this whole 
deal. They fail to recognize the great- 
ness of The Nature Boy.” 

These are not the words of a 
paranoid champion, or a man beg- 
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Dusty experiences excruciat- 

ing pain as Flair has him se- 

curely locked in his figure- 

four (right). Moments later, 

Flair, Dillon, and Blanchard 

would return to the dressing 
room to begin their celebra- |

ging for attention and glory. Flair 
does not feel the criticism he con- 
stantly faces is justified. Each 
month, thousands of letters come 
into the editorial offices of The 
Wrestler, chastizing Flair for one 
thing or another. 

“Ric Flair is paying off referee 
Tommy Young’’ or ‘‘Bob Geigel is 
playing favorites with Flair’ or 
“Flair is always getting himself dis- 
qualified to hold on to his title’ or 
“Flair is always relying on outside 
interference- to win his matches.”’ 

So, from August 9, 1986, the 
start of his fourth title reign, to 
whenever it ends, all eyes of the 
wrestling world will be on the 
champion. Flair thought he had 
earned some respect with an out- 
standing, tactically brilliant victory 
over Rhodes in St. Louis. He slowly 


ground down and wore out the old- 
er and slower Rhodes until the 
champion could no longer defend 
himself. Unbeknownst to the fans 
at ringside was that Tully Blanchard 
and J.J. ‘Dillon had severely injured 
Dusty’s left leg two night earlier in 
Kansas City after a match between 
Rhodes and Flair. Although Flair 
will not accept responsibility for the 
attack, he cannot change what ef- 
fect a tarnished title victory will 
have on his already questionable 
reputation. 

Now, the proverbial ball is in 
Flair’s proverbial court. He has the 
chance to prove, beyond a doubt, 
his greatness as a wrestler. The 
charges that Flair is paying off the 
referees, or that Geigel favors Flair, 
are unproven. But there can be lit- 
tle doubt that Flair often gets him- 


self disqualified (an overwhemling 
majority of Flair’s matches result in 
disqualification), and the other 
Horsemen, Tully Blanchard and 
the Andersons, always seem to be 
lurking in the runway. 

Perhaps Flair underestimates his 
own abilities, because he certainly 
doesn’t need help to win his 
matches. He has combined scien- 
tific techniques with brawling abili- 
ty to become, arguably, the finest 
overall wrestler in the world. Flair 
does not need to rely on the contro- 
versial disqualification rule, which 
allows him to protect his title, or 
outside interference. 

“I’ve had my ups and downs 
with Flair, but I’ve never doubted 
his raw ability,"’ says Bob Roop, 
now retired from active competition 
and the newest panelist on The 
Wrestler’s ‘‘X-Ray’’ panel. ‘“‘The 
guy is as talented as any wrestler in 
the world. After all, he’s been 
champion for God knows how long, 
but he’s a little messed up. You 
know, Flair comes off as a big ego 
and he talks about how great he is, 
but if he really meant it, he 
wouldn’t have to resort to some of 
his tactics. Flair wonders why he 
doesn’t get respect. Well, how can 
you expect to get respect when you 
don’t respect yourself?’’ 

An interesting question, and one 
for which Flair claims to have an 
answer. “‘Roop is still a lot of hot 
air,” the champion retorted. ‘‘He 
could never beat me either, so 
what the heck is he talking about? 
| wear my respect around my waist, 
that’s all | know. | have the self- 
respect and confidence in my abili- 
ties to defend my title every night 
against any opponent. | know that 
there are some champions elsewhere 
who can't make that claim and | 
know that there are plenty of men 
who have lost their titles and 
turned to mush. Not the Nature 
Boy. This is my fourth title reign 
and | intend to silence the critics, 
once and for all. Ric Flair will make 
fools. of you all.’’

Eddie Gilbert’s 
Unstable Stable

DDIE GILBERT OPENED his 

office door to greet a guest, but 
he was not exactly dressed for success. 
His shirt looked like it hadn’t been 
ironed in months, the tails hung slop- 
pily outside his pants. His socks were 
two different colors. The Chairman of 
the Board of Hot Stuff International 
was in a shambles. 

Clothes make the man. 

The office itself was also a wreck. 
Clothing was scattered all over the 
floor and a table in the center of the 
room displayed the remnants of a half- 
eaten Chinese take-out dinner, two 
empty bottles of wine, and a candle 
that was about to flicker out. A curso- 
ry glance told any visitor that Gilbert 
uses his offices for more than just 
business. 

“Welcome to the executive suite of 
Hot Stuff International,’’ said Gilbert 
while not-too-subtly trying to get him- 
self in order. “Let me show you 
around. Here we have the executive 
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desk, the executive guest couch, and, 
of course, the executive bar. Naturally, 


one must entertain one’s business 
clients.” 

The wall behind Gilbert’s ‘‘executive 
desk” displayed awards and trophies 
he and the men he managed had won, 
dozens of 11 x 14 photos, and a tiny 
snapshot of Gilbert and his father, 
UWF referee Tommy Gilbert, taken 
when Eddie was just a young boy. 
And right there, in the center of it all, 
on display proudly, the UWF tag team 
title belt that he won with Sting. Next 
to that a large, almost bigger than life, 
poster of the one and only Missy Hy- 
att. Strange. 
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“This photo of Missy symbolizes the 
forming of Hot Stuff and Hyatt Inter- 
national, soon to be the most powerful 
conglomerate in all of professional 
wrestling,” explained Gilbert. ‘‘The 
belt, of course, is the thing I’m most 
proud of and I plan to make it a 
permanent fixture on my wall. It’s a 
symbol that Hot Stuff International is 
alive and well, despite what some peo- 
ple might say.’ 

What some people might say is that 
over the past two months, Gilbert has 
watched the breakup of The Blade 
Runners, when Rock left for another 
area, and the defection of Kortsia 
Korchenko. Both men claimed that 


Tommy Rogers pounds Sting as Eddie Gil- 
bert and Bobby Fulton battle in the back- 
ground (left).

Gilbert’s feud with UWF President Bill 
Watts made it impossible for them to 
get fair treatment and, therefore, shots 
at the title. This left Gilbert with a 
stable of one, Blade Runner Sting, and 
a still unsettled feud with Watts. 

Recently, however, when Watts 
turned most of his attention toward 
The Freebirds, Gilbert had a chance to 
recoup. Gilbert successfully recruited 
Rick Steiner and then came out of re- 
tirement to team with Sting and, in 
one of the shocking upsets of 1986, 
won the tag team title from The 
Fantastics. 

Somewhere in between all of this, 
Gilbert and Missy Hyatt merged to 
form Hyatt and Hot Stuff Internation- 
al (or Hot Stuff and Hyatt Internation- 
al, depending on who’s doing the talk- 
ing). This merger paid immediate 
dividends when Hyatt helped Gilbert 
and Sting win the belts. Hyatt, who 
was watching the match at ringside, 
climbed up on the apron and knocked 
out Tommy, Rogers with her 
pocketbook. 


This was a significant victory for 
Gilbert, but it did little to stop the 
talk. Gilbert’s traditional instability— 
his war with Watts, the problems with 
his father, and the new association 
with another unstable character, Missy 
Hyatt—have made people wonder, 
more than ever, whether Gilbert will 
soon once again find himself managing 
a stable of one. 

“Total nonsense,’’ insists Gilbert, 
nervously leaning back in his swivel 
chair with a toothpick stuck between 
his lips. ‘“‘My organization is more sta- 
ble than ever before. With Missy’s 
huge funds behind me, I now have the 
financial backing to go along with my 
wrestling wizardry. Both Sting and 
Rick [Steiner] have indicated to me 
that they are on board for the 
duration.” 

Steiner is almost a lock to stay with 
Gilbert, but Sting poses a greater ques- 
tion. The Blade Runners were a team, 
and the possibility exists that Sting will 
abandon the title to reunite with Rock. 
If so, then Gilbert will find himself 
without a partner and lacking in solid 
assets to offer Hyatt. After all, Missy 
is a wealthy woman and isn’t likely to 
waste her money on a man who’s 
wrestling stable barely exists. 

“More nonsense,” responded Gil- 
bert. “‘Rock is totally out of the pic- 
ture and I think Sting understands this. 
He wasn’t too pleased when Rock just 
left the team and I don’t think he’d be 
so forgiving. Let’s keep in mind, too, 
that I now have the ability to make 
Sting a very rich and famous man. 
Hot Stuff and Hyatt International is a 
stable organization with no_ internal 
problems whatsoever. People who are 
close to me know that this is true. The 
rest of the world will have to wait and 
see 

Suddenly, a female voice came from 
another room and out came a tall, 
stunning blonde who was also in a 
disheveled state of dress. Her long, 
blonde hair was in disarray. She quick- 
ly noticed that Gilbert had a visitor 
and ran back into the room. 

“The executive bathroom,” stam- 
mered Gilbert. ‘‘And by the way, that 
was not Missy Hyatt.’ O

New York Mets are enjoying the 
finest season in their history. 

So, while all you wrestling fans 
are relaxing on a Saturday morn- 
ing, taking in the most recent edi- 
tion of WWF Championship Wres- 
tling, King is usually toiling away 
at a business meeting, or plan- 
ning the next issue of one of the 
11 wrestling magazines he over- 
sees, or simply recovering from 
the exhaustive 96-hour work week 
he routinely keeps up. 

Then, between all of this, be- 
tween the on-the-run meals and 
the few hours of sleep he man- 
ages to grab each night, King can 
usually be found in front of his 
television set, watching the hours 
of tape sent in from correspon- 
dents across the country, attempt- 
ing to keep up with the ever- 
changing sport of professional 
wrestling. Understandably, he oc- 
casionally falls behind. 

Which explains why our newest 
assistant editor, Dave 
Rosenbaum, didn’t realize his 
foolishness when King walked in 
red-eyed on a Tuesday morning 
and said, “Call Dr. Basil immedi- 
ately.

“It’s this monkey suit,” Brody 
growled, referring to the three- 
piece ensemble he was sporting 
this morning. He looked like the 
famous picture of King Kong in a 


tuxedo, but felt more like the pic- 
ture of Kong in chains. 

“| swear to God I’m suffocat- 
ing,” he gasped. “This is worse 
than being double-teamed. | wish 
he’d get the hell out of there al- 
ready.”

Butcher—especially now _ that 
Gary Hart is managing Abdul- 
lah—he will go blind. You got my- 
self and the Von Erichs who will 
keep an eye—excuse the pun— 
on him, but we got our own ca- 
reers to manage. Someday, Ab- 


. dullah will catch Adams off-guard 


and that will be that. It’ll be all 
over for him. 

“But, hey. That’s what this 
game is all about, isn’t it? It 
wouldn’t be any fun if there were 
no risks.” Brody wasn’t smiling as 
he sat back down and flipped 
open a magazine. O 


World Title Scandal! 


WHY IS THE AWA 
PROTECTING NICK 


BOCKWINKEL?¢% 


A world champion is 
always the subject of 
intense scrutiny. Often 
there are accusations 
about that champion’s 
claim to the title. But in 
the case of AWA World 
champion Nick 
Bockwinkel, those 
accusations may build to 
a cry of impeachment! 


OULD YOU CONSIDER a 

champion worthy if he had 
not wrestled for the title; that is to 
say, if he was handed the cham- 
pionship on the basis of a forfeit 
decision? 

Would you consider a champi- 
on worthy if the former champ still 
had the title belt, and was in fact 
defending that belt in arenas half- 
way around the world? 

Would you consider a champi- 
on worthy if he was the victim of 
pinfall after pinfall, night after 
night? 

Of course, we’re talking about 
Nick Bockwinkel and the AWA 
World title. But it all sounds just a 
little bit more dubious, if not 
downright ridiculous, when stated 
so matter-of-factly, doesn’t it? 

Let’s face it: The AWA World 
title situation is a damnable mess, 
and it’s not Bockwinkel’s fault. It

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winkel the title when Hansen 
walked out on a Denver title de- 
fense. It’s not as if Bockwinkel 
held several victories over Han- 
sen, or even that he was the 
number one contender for months 
on end. Actually, Hansen had 
done a fine job of battering (and 
bettering) every contender who 
rose to the top of the AWA to 
challenge for his title. So fine a 
job, in fact, that there really 
wasn’t anyone in the AWA who 
was considered a major threat to 
take the belt from him in the near 
future. 

But nobody considered AWA 
President Blackburn. 

There never was an official rea- 
son given, but Hansen walked out 
on a Denver title defense against 
Bockwinkel. Denver promoter 
Gene Reed nervously phoned 
Blackburn for advice. Blackburn 
said that if Hansen did not return 
before the end of the card, the 
title would be awarded to Bock- 
winkel by default. 

A bad decision. A reprimand 
was certainly called for. A fine. 
Perhaps a brief suspension. At 
the most—the very most—strip 
Hansen of the title and hold a 
tournament for the belt. 

But to simply award the title—a 
world title—to a man who never 
had to step into the ring to get it, 
save to shake the hand of the 
promoter who relayed the deci- 
sion? That is a scandal of the 
highest order. 

And Bockwinkel has not proven 
himself worthy during this, his 
fourth, title reign. He’s been 
pinned in many non-title matches, 
most notably by contenders Col. 
DeBeers and Nord the Barbarian. 
Bockwinkel’s claim to the title is 
shaky at best. 

Meanwhile, Hansen is running 
around Japan, defending his 
claim to the AWA title against top 
Japanese contenders. 

So why does the AWA continue 
to place the full weight of its orga- 
nizational clout behind Bockwink- 
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el? Particularly in light of Han- 
sen’s Japan activities and the 
efforts of Japanese promoters to 
sign a Bockwinkel-Hansen match 
to clear up the confusion. 

“A Bockwinkel-Hansen match 
is absolutely and totally unneces- 
sary,” said AWA President Black- 
burn when contacted by The 
Wrestler. “Nick Bockwinkel is the 
AWA World heavyweight champi- 
on. Hansen has no claim at all to 
the title. As far as the AWA of- 
fices are concerned, there simply 
is no controversy. Bockwinkel is 
the champion.” 

Blackburn’s comments reek of 
denial—denial of the complexities 
of the series of events that 
brought the AWA title to Bock- 
winkel, denial of Hansen’s com- 
plaints, and denial of Bockwinkel’s 
sorry track record since being 
awarded the title. 

Again, the question: Why does 
the AWA continue to place the full 
weight of its organizational clout 
behind Bockwinkel?

Is this the work of a champion? 


We honestly don’t know for 
sure, though the mogt obvious 
conclusion is that they simply 
wanted an excuse—any excuse— 
to get the title away from Hansen. 
After all, Hansen is an unruly and 
quite uncontrollable _ individual. 
Perhaps they feel that the title is 
safer around Bockwinkel’s waist. 
Perhaps they feel that Bockwinkel 
is an easier individual over whom 
to exercise a modicum of control. 

[The question of whether or not 
Hansen should have been 
stripped of the title is posed to the 
fans in the “You Decide” feature 
in the current issue of Wrestling 
86.] 

But maybe the more important 
question is this: Why is the AWA 
sanctioning so many _non-title 
matches for Bockwinkel? Indeed, 
it appears as if they’re sanctioning 
the bare minimum of title matches 
legally allowable for Bockwinkel to 
maintain his hold on the AWA 
title. 

That amounts to an overt action 
of protection for the AWA champi- 
on, protection against men like 
Nord and DeBeers and others 
who have repeatedly proven su- 
periority over the champion. 

There are really only two major 
alternatives of action for the AWA 
to take: 

@Open up Bockwinkel’s title 
defense schedule. Those holding 
non-title victories over Bockwinkel 
deserve, and should receive, title 
matches. 

@Allow Hansen to wrestle 
Bockwinkel and unify the twin 
claims to the AWA title. 

The AWA World champion 
should represent the federation 
and the fans. He should not, how- 
ever, be so tightly controlled by 
that federation that the title loses 
any sense of worth it otherwise 
would have. 

If the AWA does not take action 
soon, the complex multiple world 
title situation may—before the 
AWA realizes it—become one title 
less confusing. O

Women’s Top 10 ratings on our ratings page. Because of 
this change, we expect two deluges of mail: one from 
fans of the women thanking us for adding the ladies to 
the ratings, and another from Pacific Northwest fans 
damning us for eliminating that category. 

Unfortunately for the loyal Pacific Northwest fans, our 
ratings pages limit the number of categories we're able to 
present.-In order to add women, we had to eliminate 
something else. It was a difficult choice, but Northwest 
ratings were the ones to go. We will, of course, check in 
on the PNW ratings every few months right here in 
“Ratings Analysis.” 

’ As far as the Women category is 
concerned, it’s all pretty self-ex- 
planatory. There are four major 
women champions competing in 
the U.S. at this moment: WWF 
Women’s champion Fabulous Moo- 
lah, AWA Women’s champion 
Sherri Martel, World Wrestling 
Council Women’s champion 
Wendi Richter, and ICW Women’s 
champion Misty Blue Simmes. 
Those four champions, plus the top contenders to their 
titles, comprise our Top 10. 

A couple of quick additional notes: As with the Top 10 
and Tag Teams categories, the Women ratings are deter- 
mined by a consensus of the editorial board of this 
magazine. And as with all the ratings categories, these 
ratings reflect U.S.-based competition; therefore, such 
famed women wrestlers as The Crush Girls, Devil Masami, 
and Dump and Bull Nakano are not rated here. Should 
any of these top Japanese women compete in the States 
for a period of time, they will be considered for inclusion 
in our ratings. 


Ric Flair vs. Hulk Hogan—Pro and Con: Mike Facciani's 
letter in “Ratings Analysis” two months back brought in a 
lot of mail. Here are two representative letters: 

® From Troy Abrams, Lexington, KY: | agree with Mike 
Facciani on his views and opinions of Ric Flair in the 
October 1986 “Ratings Analysis.” Ric Flair is not a true 
champion! He doesn’t deserve to be number one. Yes, 
Flair does defend his belt against all challengers, but how 
many pinfalls has he had in these matches? Very few 


against “top-notch” contenders such as Magnum T.A,, 
Dusty Rhodes, Ronnie Garvin, and so forth. A great deal of 
the pinfalls he has had against these men are due to 
outside interference (Tully Blanchard and Arn and Ole 
Anderson). When Flair feels he’s losing, and he doesn’t 
have anyone around to help him, he wins by having 
himself disqualified, 

Hulk Hogan, on the other 
hand, is a true champion. He is 
truly the best wrestler in the 
sport today. He doesn’t need to 
win unfairly, and he doesn't. 
Yes, Hogan has had a few 
losses, but the greater number 
of his matches (if no cheating is 
involved) Hogan wins. There 
are great many talented wres- 
tlers in the WWF, and Hogan 
has defeated most of them. 
Hulk Hogan has contributed a great deal to wrestling, 
and he deserves to be number one! 

Your ratings should have a true champion as number 
one, not someone who wins the greater part of his 
matches the way Ric Flair does. Flair is a sorry excuse for 
a champion. He takes every cheap shot and shortcut 
available to win. Is that how he stays number one? If it is, 
| think it’s a dirty way to stay on top. Hulk Hogan should 
be where Ric Flair is right now! 

®@ From Tim Bagnall, Hillside, IL: | think Mike Facciani is 
an idiot, and that he doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about. He says Hulk Hogan is the number one wrestler, 
but Hogan only knows about two wrestling moves! Ric 
Flair wrestles Magnum T.A., Dusty Rhodes, Lex Lugar, 
Nikita Koloff, Barry Windham, Bruiser Brody, Ronnie Gar- 
vin, and even The Road Warriors. All those men would 
waste Hogan, but they haven't wasted Flair yet—and they 
never will. 

Flair is smart and a great wrestler, and the NWA is far, 
far better than the WWF. One regular NWA card is better 
than the WWF's biggest (WrestleManias 1 and 2). The 
NWA matches are better. Ric Flair rules!

Bockwinkel never had to step into the 
ring. One would think that the AWA 
would have learned from the criticism 
it received back in 1981 when Bock- 
winkel was given the championship 
after Verne Gagne retired. True, 
Bockwinkel, the former champion, 
was the number one contender. But 
there were other top contenders as 
well and a tournament should have 
been held to determine a new 
champion. 

But the AWA did not learn as it 
has once again made a mockery of 
its title. A title must be won in the 
ring. A similar situation happened in 
the NWA a few years back. Georgia 
champion Ken Patera walked out of 
The Omni right before a scheduled 
defense against Tommy Rich. After 
stripping Patera of the title, the NWA 
held a tournament to crown a new 
champion.

have imagined. Maybe all of that 
time off, making the movie and 
associating with the outside world, 
did him some good. His speech 
patterns have changed entirely. 
Mr. Piper seems much more in 
control of himself, even when pro- 
voked, and never once lapsed 
into his rambling style of speech. 
Perhaps he is serious about this 
change.” 

But could it be true? More than 
once in the past, Piper was a fan 
favorite and turned rulebreaker. 
His two-year feud with Hulk Ho- 
gan became the most publicized 
rivarly in wrestling, culminating in 


the famous “War To Settle The 
Score,” in which Piper, Paul Orn- 
dorff, and Bob Orton attacked Ho- 
gan, Mr. T, Cyndi Lauper, and 
Lou Albano. His ring style and ob- 
noxious personality made him the 
only man to win ‘Most Hated 
Wrestler of the Year’ two straight 
times. 

So how could he have changed 
so much? Take the situation with 
Paul Orndorff. Piper and “Mr. 
Wonderful” teamed up against 
Hogan and Mr. T in the inaugural 
WrestleMania, but Piper and Orn- 
dorff crossed signals, causing 
Orndorffs eventual pin. This 
caused a breakup of the team 
and led to Orndorff’s friendship 
with Hogan. 

We all know how that one 
turned out. Orndorff finally turned 
on Hogan and is now aligned with 
Orton, King Kong Bundy, John 
Studd, and Adonis. This was obvi- 
ously a contrived, pre-planned sit- 
uation. When Orndorff stepped 
into the ring with Hogan for that 
fateful match against Bundy and 
Studd, his plans were already 
made. The same could be true 
with Piper. The possibility certainly 
exists that Adonis and Orndorff 
have sent out Piper as the bait to 
lure an unsuspecting Hogan. 

“This is very possible,” agreed 
Dr. Basil. “It would be very con- 
sistent with Piper’s personality. He 
is a very dangerous man, and | 
would suggest that Hogan keep a 
very close eye on him. Even if 
Piper's change of heart is for 
real—and remember, subcon- 
sciously, Piper wants to be loved 
by the fans—he’s capable of turn- 
ing around at any time. | see no 
reason right now why Hogan 
shouldn’t join Piper, but he must 
keep his guard up. You never 
know when Piper’s going to slip, 
and when he does, it’s going to 
be a scary situation.”
